Milan, April 12.—(4)—Terrorists 
placed a powerful bomb in the base of 
one of the electric light lamp posts 


‘lining the Piazza Giulio Cesare, and 


it exploded with terrific force this 


‘ morning, killing at least 15 persons 


and injuring forty or more about .the 
time King Victor Emanuel was due to 


pass the spot. 
Thousands had gathered to salute 


the king on his way to the fair grounds 
to inaugurate an exposition. 

The explosion tore the lamp post to 
pieces and sent huge chunks of iron 


in all directions. 
King Is Delayed. 

The king, who had arrived at Milan 
half an hour before, was somewhat 
delayed in proceeding to the fair 
grounds.. The enthusiastic populace 
crowded the streets and the squares. 
It was due to the slowness of the royal 
procession that the king escaped Being 
in the vary midst of the disaster. 

The first automobiles containing the 
sovereign, the members of his suite 
and accompanying municipal authori- 
ties, were still moving slowly along 
the Corso Vercelli, before anything was 
known of the calamity, and then am- 
bulances and litters were seen at the 
Sempione gate. Word of the explo- 
sion was kept from the king until he 
entered the fair grounds, a few min- 
utes after 10 o'clock. 

Power Is Increased. 


The base of the lamp post where 
the bomb had been placed had a cir- 
cumference of about seven or eight 
feet. oe ge the explosive power 
of the bo was increased many fold. 
When  tooeet fragments of metal 
were seattered over a radius of an 
eighth of a mile. A huge hole was 
ripped in the pavement for a distance 
of a hundred or more feet, and, great 
crevices were opened in the square. 

A woman looking out of a window 
of a house near by was struck by a 
flying metal splinter and killed in- 
stantly. A little girl, who was known 
to have been clinging to the lamp post 
near the top, in order to get a bet- 
ter view of the procession, was blown 
to pieces. All that could be found 
of her was a little hand. 

Troops Save Children. 


The courage and coolness ,.of the sol- 
diers of the Fifth Alpine regiment lin- 
ing the route are highly praised by 
eyewitnesses. Blinded by smoke and 
dust and some of them wounded, their 
first thought was to seek the little 
children, hundreds of them, who had 
been squirming about seeking points 
of vantage, and rush them out of 
danger.

SFT FOR MONDAY 


Details of County’s Par- 
ticipation in Financing 
of Bridges To Be Work- 
ed Out. 


Members of the bridge committee of 
city council, the bond commission, 
Mayor I, N. Ragsdale, Walter B. 
Stewart, chairman of Fulton county 
commission and of the finance com- 
mittee of the commission, will meet 
Monday afternoon in joint session to 
discuss the county’s participation in 
financing of the Pryor street and 
Central avenue viaducts, it was an- 
nounced Thursday by Captain George 
M. Hope, chairman of the county fi- 
nance body. 

In the meantime Alexander Mac- 
Dougald, president of the MacDougald 
Construction company, to whom city 
council and the mayor have agreed 
to award the contract for construc 
tion of the improvements, began mak- 
ing preparations to start ‘the work 
just as soon as details of the contract 
are worked out and the proper papers 
are signed, 

Predictions were that actual. work 
on the structures can be oo Within 
the next week. 

Paul Etheridge, a member of the 
commission and of the finance com- 
mittee of that body, Wednesday aft- 
ernoon offered a resolution at an ad- 
journed meeting of the board to the 
effect that the county would con- 
tribute $386,068 towards erection of 
the structures as full consideration 
of the county’s part in the constrne- 
tion. 

It developed, however, that Com 
missioner Edwin Johnson and several 
commission 
were unwilling to take any hasty step 
on the assumption that the county 
has entered into a moral agreement 
with the city to contribute $500,000 
towards the bridges. 

Mr. Etheridge was out of the city 
Thursday and will not return until 
the latter part of the week. This 
precludes a conference before Mon- 
day, Captain Hope said. 

City officials probably will ask the 
county to contribute $250,000 this 
year and another $250,000 next year, 
it developed Thursday, because of: the 
fact that alterations of buildings, 
elimination of the Ivy street Central 
avenue offset and consequential and 
actual damages will exceed the esti- 
mates already made and will therefore 
consume a larger amount of the 
money allocated for viaduct purposes 
than was at first anticipated.

In Face of Veto Threat 
Solons Show Power To 
Override Coolidge Oppo- 
sition to Plan. 


Washington, April 12.—(?)—The 
McNary-Haugen farm relief bill, car- 
rying features which caused President 
Coolidge to veto it a year ago, was 
passed tonight by the senate and sent 
to the house, which also is expected to 
approve it at an early. date. 

The vote was 53 to 23, as compared 
to the 47 to 39 vote at the last ses- 
sion. While this is more than the 
two-thirds majority which would be 
required to override a veto it was re- 
garded as doubtful that with the full 
membership present a two-thirds ma- 
jority could be obtained. 

President Coolidge has left no doubt 
in the minds of eongressional leaders 
that the bill still carries features ob- 
jectionable to him, principally the 
equalization fee by which it is pro- 
posed to raise funds to take care of 
the surplus crops so as to maintain 
prices of farm products at a higher 
level. 

A direct show down of senate senti- 
ment on the equlization fee was, pro- 
vided by an amendment by Senator 
Sackett, republican, Kentucky, propos- 
ing elimination of that provision of 
the bill.- The proposal was rejected, 
46 to 31, after two hours of vigorous 
debate during which Senator McNary, 
republican, Oregon, in charge of the 
bill madé an é¢loquent plea for enact- 
ment of the bill in the form the repre- 
sentatives of farmers’ organizations 
had requested. 

Is Political Waterloo. 

Before coming to the final vote on 
the bill itself, the senate rejected, 64 
to 5, a substitute by Senator Brook- 
hart, republican, .lowa, which would 
have provided for a direct government 
subsidy up to $600,000,000 to meet 
losses incurred by farmers in market- 
ing their surplus crops. — 

The five supporting this measure 
were Blaine, Borah and Brookhart, 
republicans, and Bayard and Blease, 
democrats. This vote came while a 
number of senators were absent from 
the chamber and as they came strag- 
gling in several voted for the Brook- 


hart proposal only to change their 
votes later after they discovered their 
error. ‘This caused laughter in the 
chamber and gallery and led Senator 
Borah to arise and announce that he 
did not change his vote. 

Since congressional “action on the 
McNary-Haugen bill admittedly is 
playing its part in the pre-convention 
presidential campaigns, the chief point 
of interest for political observers was 
how the presidential candidates lined 
up on the issue. The republican can- 
didates split three and two, Curtis, of 
Kansas; Watson, of Indiana, and 
Norris, ‘of Nebraska, voting for the 
bill, and Borah, of Idaho, and Goff, 
of West Virginia, voting against it. 
That was the way they lined up a year 
ago. ; 
Many Shift Positions. / 

Senator Fess, of Ohio, who is to 
sound the keynote at the Kansas City 
convention, and who has beeh promi- 
nent in the movement to draft Cool- 
idge, voted against the bill. None of

basic principles as laid.down by the 
amendment of the radio act of 1927, 
requiring equal distribution of radio 


facilities throughout the country, andf 


will have no bearing whatever on 
which stations should be selected for 
the new broadcasting structure. In- 
dividual merits of stations will not be 
considered.” 

* *¢ * * 

Elimination of from 100 ‘0 200 sta- 
tions is expected if the federal radio 
cominission adopts the equal allocation 
plan recommended by the committee of 
the institute of radio engineers. 

Now 702 Stations. 

There are now 702 broadcasting sta- 
tions in operation or with permission 
to operate in the United States. Un- 
der the engifieers’ plan, provision is 
made for S40 st&tions operating on 
full-time night assignment on the YO 
broadcast channels. Additional stations 
could operate dyring the daytime or 
ou a basis of division of time at night. 

The engineers declared, however. 
that time division is undesirable be- 
canes it increases the cost of station 
operation and for that reason should 
be minimized to the greatest extent 
compatible with other requirements. 

With 340 stations operating full 
time in the most popular evening 
hours, the commission faces the prob- 
lem of deciding how many of the 
remaining 360 stations can be accom- 
modated during the day er by dividing 
time at night. The questions of inter- 
ference and compliance with the equal 
allocation clause of the law enter 
into the problem. 

Members of the commission have 
been of the opinion that 600 is the 
maximum number of stations that can 
operate in the broadcasting band with- 
out causing serious interference. Com- 
missioner Harold Lafount declares 
that there will have to be a “substan- 
tial reduction” in the number of sta- 
tions,

“I think the city should be apprised 
of the intentions of the railroad be- 
fore we agree to abandonment of the 
property now used as a passenger 
terminal,” Mr. Neely. said. 

“I do not wish to interfere with 
any development of terminal facili- 
ties in Atlanta, but it is to the best. 
interests of the city and the state that 
the Union station is not abandoned to 
the detriment of that property and the 
surrounding area. 

“The lower level of Wall street and 
New street has eogt the city upwards 
of $300,000, and there developments 
were not made to use them as the in- 
gress and egress for ordinary freight 
yards, ‘ 

“The most important feature of the 
situation to the city and the state is 
to see that this property is protected.” 

The N. C.,& St. L. railway and 
other lites which are utilizing the 
Union station as a_ passenger: depot 
have entered negotiations with the At- 
lanta Terminal company and railroads 
operating from the Terminal with a 
view of diverting all passenger service 
to the Terminal.

sociation in Boston recently. I would

You see, it is pretty 
important, for it is the first reported 
case of a communicable disease, nd 
that is of great importance to the 
community at large. It always means 
an undiscovered or unreported case 
of the same disease, or a virulent 
“carrier” about, and this is the rea- 
son it is so serious or even at times 
alarming. Get this straight—we're 
not worried about this reported case 
—we can treat it and by proper isola- 
tion prevent it from doing any harm. 
The thing we’re worried about is the 
undiscovered or unreported case pr 
the “carrier,” that constitutes ‘a 
menace until discovered or removed. 
A very mild case may transmit a 
virulent’ form of the disease to an- 
other person . . . Now don’t fail to 
give this case as much publicity as 
possible. Parents who care for their 
children will bless you for the prompt 
warning. They will be on the watch 
and take proper precautions, and the 
wise parents will have their children 
protected with T. A.” 

There is something to think about. 
It might be a good thing for a few 
chambers of commerce and business 
men’s associations to discuss calmly 
when there is no “scare’’ on. Busi- 
ness men are not so dumb that they 
cannot see where their best interest 
lies.

He arranges high-class con- 
cert programs, helps struggling musi- 
cians, is friendly with those who have 
arrived, and was recently asked to su- 
perintend a performance of Gilbert 
and Sullivan’s “pinafore” in an im- 
portant eastern city. 

Every Lord’s day morning finds him 
in his accustomed seat at church, 
where he sings the hymns with a 
vigor and a will which would have de- 
lighted Sir Reger de Coverly.

ne yet: Sart ane tee old to 0 
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Afternoon of a Faun,’ to which I 
have carefully listened at least six 
times and which still appears to me 
as inane drivel. Sometimes beauties? 
which are obscure can be brought out 
by contrast, and it has occurred to me 
that if the composer of ‘The After- 
noon of a Faun’ would only write a 
companion selection entitled “I'he 
Morning of a Rhinoceros’ they could 
be played together as mutually inter- 
pretative. 

“All this is aside from my response 
to your invitation to speak on the pro- 
gram offered by you last week. It 
was most enjoyable throughout with 
the exception of the perpetration (I 
cannot refer to it as a performance) 
of the outrage called ‘Locomotive No. 
203.’ It was my own fault that I 
submitted to it, for I had heard this 
selection before, but I imagined that 
I might have been bilious at the time 
and did not give it the proper atten- 
tion, so I sat through it once again. 
It seems to me that it would be a hap- 
py idea to set No. on a single 
track bound west at seventy miles an 
hour and a locomotive of similar 
weight at the same rate of speed bound 
east and have the composer depict in 
musical language the sound of their 
collision. J*° he could be favored with 
a reserved seat on the coweatcher of 
either locomotive it would, I think, 
meet with general approval.”

: orators, published for the benefit of entrants in Georgia in the Fifth Na- 
' tional Oratorical contest, being sponsored by The Atlanta Constitution. It 
bears on the style and ntode of delivery of Mirabeau. 


When the throne of the French 
monarchy was tottering and when all 
else seemed hopeless, Queen Marie 
Antoinette, as much as she_ feared 
and ‘hated him, sent for M. le Comte 
Riquetti de Mirabeau with overtures 
for his aid in curbing the rabid 
clamor of the- revolutionists. 

Mirabeau countered with sugges- 
tions for the formation of a ministry, 
and the queen intimated her assent. 
One particular thing was outstanding 
at the audience of Mirabeau with the 
queen. That was his bold request that 
Marie Antoinette permit him to kiss 
her hand at the conclusion of thelr 

talk. This she did. 

On the next day the news was all 
over Paris. Pampbleteers and lam- 
poonists were shouting their wares: 
“The great treachery of the Count of 
Mirabeau !”’ 

In the national] assembly M. Bar- 
nave was accusing the revolutionary 
leader of treason. Well knowing that 
his life hung in the balance as well 
as the curbing of the more blood- 
thirsty of the rebellious leaders, the 
count made his way into the tumul- 
tuous assemblage and approached the 
speaker's dais, one hand outstretched. 

This was just the sort of situation 
that brought forth the best oratory 
in Mirabeau. It is reflected in his 
nervous sentences, in which the point 
of interest shifts from his personal] 
fortune to the eternal forces behind 
the universe. 

Mirabeau’s Magic. 

Mounting the speaker’s platform he 
shouted dramatically: 

“I needed not this lesson to teach 
me how short the distance from the 
capitol to the Tarpeian rock!’’ 

The angry roar instantly was quiet- 
ed as if by magic.

“But the man who battles for 
reason, for country, does not so 
easily admit that he is van- 
quished. He has the consciousness 
that he deserves well of that 
country, and, above all, that he 
be well able to serve her; he dis- 
dains a vain celebrity but prizes 
true glory above the successes of 
the day; he would speak the 
truth, and labor for the public 
weal independently of the fluc- 
tuations of popular opinion, such 
a man carries in his own breast 
the recompense of his _ services, 
the solace of his pains, the re- 
ward of his dangers. 

“The harvest he looks for, the 
destiny, the only destiny, to 
which he aspires—is that of his 
good name, and for that he is 
content to trust to time—to 
time, that incorruptible judge 
who dispenses justice to all.” 
Again the aspirants to oratorical 

honor may well be benefited by a close 
study of the language of the daunt- 
less Mirabeau. In that short speech 
he succeeded in wresting from a rabid 
assemblage mighty concessions that 
averted wholesale bloodshed for some 
time, 
Value of Poise. 


The youthful orator may be sure 
that Mirabeau did not Stand flat- 
footed, his hands limp at his sides 
and deliver that masterpiece of dec- 
lamation. It should require little im- 
agination to picture him as he shout- 
ed, his eyes glaring at the threatening 
comrades: “And me, too—me, but the 
other day they would have borne in 
triumph,” ete. 

This is one of the most iecnertant 
things in the deportment of an orator. 
Those who stand ill at ease,. those 
who pace nervously about the stage, 
or toy with their clothing or twiddle 
their fingers in the midst of what 
should be a forceful utterance, are

No Organized Opposition. 


Even pending that test none of 
them see such a strong drift that they 
have little expectation it wil} be 
stopped. One dry southern senator 
who insists he will never be recon- 
ciled to Smith as his personal candi- 
date, said that the nomination seemed 
probable. He said it had been a sur- 
prise to him and he explained it on 
several grounds. 

First, he said, there had been no 
real intensive organized and properly 
financed campaign against Smith. 
The opposition to him therefore had 
not been made effective in the selec- 
tion of delegates. The drys could not 
agree upon any one candidate to lead 
the opposition and the favorite son 
strategy which was adopted as an 
alternative had been unsuccessful, in 
his opinion. . 

Though he is one of the most un- 
compromising drys in the senate, he 
takes some consolation in believing 
that Smith’s progress is not wet prog- 
ress. He says that Smith forces have 
not pressed the wet issue as had been 
expected some months ago, and he 
predicted that if Smith is nominated 
his first act would be to make a 
strong pledge to enforce prowpibition. 
He also believes that religion had not 
played the part that some had ex- 
pected. 

Many Seek Band Wagon. 


His reactions are significant in 
that they are believed to be typical 
of many southern anti-Smith demo- 
crats, 

Another anti-Smith democrat from 
a border state took much the same 
view. Also they both took the view 
that much of Smith’s strength is due 
to the eagerness of professional poli- 
ticlans to get federal jobs on the as- 
sumption that Smith would be more 
likely to be elected. One expressed 
regret that members of his party 
should hold this cynical view but he 
said it existed nevertheless. Neither 
felt that Smith’s strength among ac- 
tive politicians was fully reflected by 
equal popularity among southern vot- 
ers, One said that promises of ample 
campaign funds from New York have 
had their effect. 

Such views are by no means unani- 
, mously held. There will be many who 
will fight to the end against Smith. 

‘A given political situation is com- 
posed of so many vague, imponder- 
able factors that it is never possible 
to reduce it to absolutely known 
quantities. But so far as all elements 
can be judged by experienced politi- 
cians and observers, the majority here 
decidedly feel that Smith is very close 


to the nomination, if, indeed, it is not 
already practically settled.

Wavcross, Ga., April 12.—The body 
of N. W. McIntosh, 56, “man of mys- 
tery,” is being held in a Waycross 
morgue today while officials of the 


Atlantic Coast Line railroad, by whom, 


McIntosh was employed as a telegravh 
operator, are following clues which are 
hoped to reveal his identity. 

McIntosh died in a Waycross hos- 
pital last Saturday and efforts to lo- 
cate relatives have proved futile. All 
that is known of the mystery man is 
that he was employed at MelIntosh, 
a small station on the Atlantic Coast 
Line railroad between Waycross and 
Satannah.

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Clarence S. Darrow, most famous 
criminal lawyer of his day, believes 
that his profession is the greatest in 
the world for the man who goes into 
it because he loves it. 

At the Biltmore Thursday night Mr. 
Darrow, who is. here to take the af- 
firmative side in a public debate at 
the Forsyth theater tonight on the 
question “Should. the Eighteenth 
Amendment Be Repealéd?” against the 
negative arguments of former Con- 
gressman William D. Upshaw, care- 
fully differentiated between the prac- 
tice of criminal law and civil law. 

Mr. Upshaw, his opponent, also 
reached the city Friday. He is stop- 
ping at the Kimball Bouse. For sev- 
eral weeks Mr. Upshaw has been 
speaking on behalf of prohibition en- 
forcement in Missouri, advices from 
that state declaring that he has at- 
tracted bigger and more enthusiastic 
audiences than any dry crusader to 
visit the state since William Jennings 
Bryan. 

In tonight’s debate each of the two 
speakers will have one hour’s time, 
divided as follows: Darrow, 25 min- 
utes; Upshaw, 35 minutes; Darrow, 
25 minutes; Upshaw, 25 minutes; 
Darrow, 10 minutes, : 

No Big Money. 

“There isn’t any big money in 
criminal law practice,” said Mr. Dar- 
row Thursday.. “But to a man who 
likes to ease, as far as he can, the 
woes of suffering humans, who likes 
to help to the utmost the poor devil 
who goes to prison, the wretch whose 
neck is in jeopardy at the hands of 
the law, there is no profession which 
offers such intense satisfaction as the 
practice of criminal law. 

“Of course,” he added, “that doesn’t 
apply to the practice of civil law. In 
the civil courts the lawyers simply 
fight to see which of the two sides 
shall steal the biggest wad of money 
from the other—so that the lawyers 
can get a bigger slice. Personally, if 
I have to fight, I want to fight for 
something worth fighting for.” 

Mr. Darrow is one of the most fas- 
cinating characters in America today. 
He holds emphatic views on almost 
every. question under the sun or the 
stars and never hesitates to express 
them. 

A citizen of Chicago, it was inevit- 
able that interviewers should ask him 


about the recent elections there. 


“Delighted at the result,” he said. 
“Went exactly the way it should.” 

“Do you think the election results 
will affect the notorious Chicago Cri 
situation?” he was asked, 

“No. How could it?’ he retorted. 
“The crime situation is a matter of 
newspaper columns. The rere, 
you know, haverto claim the bigzest 
of everything, even crimes, for us. And 
they do it well—almost criminally 
well. And elections have nothing to 
do with newspaper crime waves.”

Moore, negro prisoner who ‘spent 35 
years in the penitentiary here and was 
paroled, about a year ago, in care of 
a Chicago man.

Dr. Edwin Mims Stresses Need 


VANDERBILT PROFESSOR TELLS OF BARNARD’S WORK 


Of Public Observatory Here 


Importance of the movement inau- 
gurated by the Atlanta Astronomical 
society to secure a public observatory 
in -this city, for the benefit not only 


of the general public but for students 
in. the local schools and institutions 
of higher learning, was_ stressed 
Thursday by Dr. Edwin Mims, head 
of the department of English of Van- 
derbilt university, who is here _ to 
speak before the Georgia Educational 
association, now in session. 

“It was the fact that years ago 
there was a splendid observatory at 
Vanderbilt university, which made it 
possible for the south to give to the 
world Dr. Edward Emerson Barnard,” 
said Dr. Mims. “Dr. Barnard was 
undoubtedly the greatest astronomer 
ever to come from the south and one 
of the greatest in the nation. He has 
been described as the man “‘who wrote 
his name in the skies beside that of 
Galileo, by reason of his discovery of 
the fifth satellite ef Jupiter. Galileo. 
you know, discovered the other four.” | 

Dr. Mims then told how Dr. Bar- 
nard, a poor boy with a mother to 
support, secured work in a_ photo- 
graphic studio in Nashville. A man 
who owed the boy $2, lacking cash, 
paid him with an old book on as- 
tronomy. This aroused the youngster’s 
interest in the heavens and he made 
himself a small teleseop . which he 
erected on the roof of the photographic 
studio. 

Later he managed to buy a larger 
telescope and with this discovered a 
new comet. 

Vanderbilt university heard of him 
and gave him a fellowship in their 
observatory, which enabled him _ to 
study the heavens at his will and 
also to study English and mathematics 
in the university. At that time prizes 


were given. for the discovery of new 
comets and young Barnard discovered 
five. From this prize money he built 
a house when he married, which is 
still known in Nashville as “Comet 
House.” 

Later Barnard went to Lick Ob- 
servatory in Qalifornia and it was 
there he discovered the fifth Jupiter 
satellite. He was the first man to 
develop the use of photography in as- 
tronomy, combining his photographic 
training with his work among the dis- 
tant stars and worlds of space. 

Later, at Yerkes Observatory, in 
Chicago, he devoted tremendous ef- 
fort and observation to the milky way, 
becoming known as the greatest au- 
thority on this branch of the science. 

Dr. Barnard died in 1926, but so 
great was his fame that, when the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science met in Nash- 
ville in 1927, one entire evening of 
its program was devoted to a “Barn- 
ard Memorial.” 

Dr. Mims pointed out how, with an 
observatory in Atlanta, it might be 
possible, in the future, for this city 
to develop great astronomers, bringing 
the same glory to this city that Dr. 
Barnard brought to his own place of 
birth, Nashville. 

Dr. Mims is himself of national fame 
as the author of several books, in- 
cluding one which now threatens to 
become a “best-seller.” That is ‘““The 
Advancing South,” and tells, in a 
series of stories, how the south has 
constantly endured the struggle be- 
tween liberaHsm and reaction in all 
lines, including industry. literature, re- 
ligion and education. It is described 
as a story of,a people of fascinating 
charm and tremendous historic value 
as a study of causes and social de 
velopment.

School Board Upheld. 


Resolutions pledging support to the 
efforts of the state board of education 
in working out @ fair and equitable 
plan for distribution of the equaliza- 
tion school funds for the state were 
adopted Thursday by the School Su- 
perintendents and Public School Of- 
ficials association.

Summing up, the Irish authorities 
said the entire success of the effort 
seemed to depend on the engine and 
they were highly optimistic.
